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Sympathetic Strike Involving 


Thousands Inaugurated 


Today at Chicago. 


President of Teamsters' Organization Tried Hard 


But Ineffectually to Prevent Shutting Up 


of Union Yards—Above Union Alone 


Seemed Desirous for Peace. 


CHICAGO, July 23.— A meeting _of 


butchers representatives 
ixnd 
allied 


trades decided this afternoon to send 
another committee to call upon the pack- 
ers. The committee which prepared to 
call upon the packers is composed of the 
representatives of all allied trades. , 


CHICAGO, July 25.— Chicago's sympa- 


thetic general strike at the stockyards, 
predicted by its leaders to be the great- 
est and most expensive this country hns 
ever known, began at 10 o'clock today, 
•when thousands of teamsters, cattle 
handlers, and members of the mechanical 
trades quit work and made a grand 
rush for the gates leading from the busi- 
est square mile of buildings, yards and 
pen* in the world. 


The first big defection came when 700 


men, including the sealers and pen clean- 
ers employed by the Union Stock Yards 
and Transit company, refused to work 
further. First, to go were the handlers, 
and this eliminated the usefulness of the 
teamsters and they followed. As they 
passed out of The big gates at Exchange 
avenue, they were greeted with cheers 
by the thousands of strikers gathered in 
the vicinity. 


Prior to this spectacular exodus came 


•mall strikes in the various plants, in- 
cluding 
carpenters, 
firemen, 
elevator 


men, machinists, etc., but these did not 
have the effect of tieing up the plants, 
since such action had been anticipated, 
and as often as a union man stepped out 
a non-union man, or a union man who 
had deserted his organization was there 
to take his place. The teamsters and 
cattle handlers, as a whole, employed by 
the various individual 'firms refused to 
join in the pro-conferenco movement, so 
.much desired and ardently advocated by 
President Donelly of the butchers' union 
but at that a large number of them quit 
and quietly left the yard to attend a 
big mass meeting called for the beneQt 
of all who had refused to await re?ulti 
of further conferences. 


While these awlkouts were taking place 
* conference between strike representa- 
tives and the packers was being held at 
the offices of Nelson, Morris & Co. at tho 
yards, and the delegates representing tho 
allied trades were in session in Emerald 
avenue and Forty-first street. 


Earlier in tho day the allied trades 


and the committee of eight teamsters 
chosen last night to seek pea.:e anew be- 
fore permitting the teamsters1 to strike 
had been urged by President Donnelly of 
tho meat cutters to call tho^general 
strike and then seek a further conference 
with tho packers. . 


DONNELLY OBDURATE, 


~Th'ere~-«ia!ra'~lively' 
Golden, for the teamsters' governing 
body, declaring his belief that a common 
sense campaign would end in peace. He 
pointed out the danger of shutting up 
the Union Stock Yards and Transit com- 
pany, which he said, would bo detri- 
mental to tho strikers' friends, tho inde- 
pendent packers, who were doinfc tho 
big packers almost as much damage as 
any body else. He suggested that tho 
gtock yards company be permitted to 
continue under some of agreement, but 
his argn-ent had no weight with Presi- 
dent Donnelly, who said: "The time to 
strike is right now. Let us talk about 
the independent concerns and about set- 
tlem-ents later." 


MOVE CRIPPLED PACKERS. 


Then it was arranged tfiat President 


Schardt, representing the Chicago Fed- 
eration of Labor, and Barney Cohen, rep- 
resenting the butchers' union, should 
join the teamsters' union committee, to 
which had been added John Sheridan, 
business agent of the ice wagon drivers. 
There are 1,200 of the ice wagon drivers 
employed by the packers and with their 
striking, it ia admitted the packers 
would, have much difficulty, getting ice 
to their refrigerator cars, 


SETTLEMENT SEEMS REMOTE. 
Before going to meet the -packers' com- 


mittee the teamsters had a joint confer- 
too witk .tlic allied .trades representa- 


tives and then, with Messrs. Schardt and 
Cohen went to meet the packers at tho 
oificcs of Nelson, Morris & Co. While 
this latter conference was in progress 
the allied trades meeting was continued, 
the delegates being anxious to learn the 
result of the latest effort to bring about 
a settlement. 


Under instructions the representatives 


of labor told the packers that they would 
not give up their demand for reinstate- 
ment within forty-eight hours of the cat- 
tle butchers and meat cutters and within 
ton days for all others and for individual 
arbitration in all cases of alleged dis- 
crimination. The packers were repre- 
sented by Thomas Wilson - for -Nelson, 
Morris & Co., Edward Tilden for Libby, 
McNeil & Libby, J. 
E. Maurer for 


Sehwartzschild & Sulzberger, T. J. Con- 
nors for Armour & Co., and J. P. Lyman 
for the national Packing company. The 
conference was secret and after it had 
lasted several hours, a representative of 
the packers reported no'progress had 
been made and tKat a.settlement seemed 
as far off as ever. 


LIVESTOCK'HANDLERS OUT. 


While the peace conference was :n ses-' 


sion, news came of the strike of all the 
livestock handlers, which was called at 
10 o'clock. Most of ttho men quit 
promptly at that hour, but many, were 
allowed until 12 noon to finish delivering 
cattle outside the yards. Independent 
packers took advantage of this and 
droves of cattle and sheep were driven 
out of the yard long after 10 o'clock. 


When it became known that the walk- 


out of the livestock handlers affected the 
independent 'packers as well as those 
against whom the strike had been called, 
representatives 
of 
the 
Independents 


called at the headquarters of the pack- 
ing house teamsters to ask for a special 
provision allowing them to secure cattle 
from tho yards in the regular way. Rep- 
resentatives of the allied packing house 
trades promised to take the question up 
at a formal meeting, 


LEAVE CATTLE ON SCALES. 


Meanwhile the sympathetic general 


strike had spread rapidly. When tho 
scale men got word to quit, they coolly 
locked their scales- and left, many of 
them having unwcighed cattle on the 
scales. Fortunately, however, for ship- 
pers, commission men and packers, near- 
ly all the weighing had been done and 
little inconvenience resulted. 


TEN MACHINISTS" DUTY 


Not all of the machinists went out. 


In fact it is claimed a small majority re- 
sponded to the call of their leaders. The 
electricians and dynamo men, however, 
made large desertions. Their places 
were asserted to have been filled by men 
who have been in the employ of tho 
packers for many days. The strike move- 
ment soon involved every, craft at the 
stock yards, excepting the teamsters. 


Steamfitters, lumbers, boxmakers, etc., 


walked out successfully, these depart- 
ments being totally tied up in some in- 
stances and but partially in others. 
Thousands of workmen with their lunch 
pails began moving out of the yards in 
an orderly manner. There was a marked 
absence of any suggestion of violence 
during the walkouts. 


The strike, although general, wag con- 


ducted without the official authorization 
by the heads of the various unions, but 
solely upon the order of business agents, 
who refused to await the action of the 
peace conference, which was still in ses- 
sion. 


CONFERENCE FRUITLESS. 


The joint peace conference of the 


teamsters and packers at Morris & Co.'s 
office ended about noon without making 
much, if any, progress. The packers de- 
manded' that the union men come to 
them with a definite proposition. The 
union committee returned .to headquar- 
ters to confer with the butchers and al- 
lied trades, in the. hope, it is said, that 
something definite' m the way of a new 
proposal could be decided upon. 


OPTIMISM UNJUSTIFIED. 


One of the labor representatives, Bar- 


ney .Cohen, president of tho,State F.ed-. 


eration of Labor, contended that the 
prospects for the settlement of the strike' 
were not hopeless. He declared that, con-' 
cessions would yet be made by., both! 
sides. In this connection, it was pointed 
out that the representatives of the pack- 
ers remained at the offices of Morris & 
Co. 


Notwithstanding President Cohen's op- 


timism adjournment of the conference 
between the packers and teamsters' rep- 
resentatives gave 'little hope, for a set- 
tlement of the trouble. 


The union, emissaries left the packers 


with the avowed intention .of securing 
further instructions from President Don- 
nelly, after.which they said they, would 
again call upon the- employers. Tho pack- 
ers were in an uncommunicative mood 
and merely declared- that nothing defi- 
nite had been accomplished and that no 
time for a further conference had been 
appointed. 
. ' ' 


WASN'T PREPARED FOR ORDER- . 
The issuing of the general strike order 


was a distinct surprise to President Qo]-| 
den of the Teamsters' union (and other 
members of the teamsters' peace commit- 
tee of eight. Mr. Golden said when "he 
left the packers that while no progress 
had been made toward 
a settlement, 


there would bo no general strike1 untfl 
tomorrow night's meeting..of the teams- 
ters. When told that the order had been 
voted by the allied trades and had been 
put into execution ho could not believe 
it until he obtained verification at his 
own office. 


The precipitation of the sympathetic 


strike seemingly caused, no consternation 
among the packers. For days they hud 
been bringing, into the city hundreds of 
skilled men, many of -whom had been put 
to work and others whom had been held 
in reserve. Tomorrow morning, Armour 
t Co., announced this afternoon,, they 
will-receive'from-New-York fifty more 
skilled butchers .and meat cutters. All 
are non-union men and it was.snid would 
bo so closely protected that the strike 
missionaries could not reach them in the 
work of proselyting.

THE TRADES ON STRIKE. "WV 


These are the trades engaged today in 


the general sympathetic strike with the 
numbers of men in each who .went out:

ians, 200; carpenters, 500; coopers, 000; 
box makers, 800; machinists, 175; boiler- 
makers, 100; blacksmiths, 100; carwork- 
ers, 2,000; can makers, 2,500; livestock 
handlers, 800; steamfitters, and helpers, 
GOO; total 8,955.' 


ENGINEERS QUIT EARLY. 


The sudden response of 200 engineers, 


.caused much surprise as it was expect- 
ed they would all remain at work till 
tonight, with all the firemen. There 
were supposed to be only about 110 un 
ion engineers in the yards, yet ninety 
more joined the strikers. 


PAY WHILE ON STRIKE. 


A novel feature of the 
sympathetic 


strike is that the striking livestock hand- 
lers.are to receive part of their pay while 
they continue on strike. To retain the 
good will of striking employes.and pos- 
sibly to guard against desruction of pro- 
perty, the Union Stock Yards and Tran- 
sit company, it is said today, decided 
upon this course. 


The packers claim that the strike or- 


der was not generally observed by the 
men, working at the plants. According 
to the packers the sympathetic strike or- 
der caused men to quit as follows: 


Swift & Co., 020; Armour & Co., 200; 


National Packing Co., 170; Schwarz- 
schild & Sulzberger, 25; Nelson, Morris 
& Co., refused to give out figures. The 
strikers asocrt that the figures arc in 
error and that a great many more men 
struck upon the issuance of the order. 


ALL OUT BUT TEAMSTERS 


call upon every organization man to quit 
and join in a general strike. It was fac- 
ing this condition that _tho teamster*' 
committee of- eight .from .its' members 
returned from Morris & Co.'s' office at 
noon. Immediately, there was another 
conference between the - committee . of 
eight of the allied trades body and rep- 
resentatives-of the butchers' union. It 
•was still the hope. that arrangements 
could be made for another meeting with 
the packers. 


NO MEAT FOR CUSTOMERS 


Ctueago fiestanrants Threaten 


Eliminate-It From Their 


Bills oi Fare. 


Eaclne Union Stevedores Noti- 


fied to Appear in Court 


Within 20 Dayk 


Strike Officially Authorized by 


the Different Allied 


Trades. 


CHICAGO, July 25.—Today's strike 


developments predicted the meat famine 
closer. Practically all of the reserve 
stocks in the storehouses arc said • to 
have been exhausted and the retail mar- 
kets are having difficulty in securing suf- 
fieent meat to accommodate customers. 
The resources of the independent pack- 
ers and the country butchers are now be- 
ing taxed to the utmost. 


In some, markets in Chicago today 


prices, were 2 cents per _pounds higher 
than those of Saturday. 


Restaurant keeper^ were having trou- 


ble getting full meat-.supplies for patrons 
•who rebel at a vegetarian diet. Some 
markets had steaks, 'but no roasts, some 
beef but no pork. In a few cases the 
butchers had meat of no kind. 


• • -Some of the best known restaurants' 
Sn Chicago threaten; to eliminate meat 
entirely from the bill of fare in case the 
market goes higher. 


Alleges That They Save Combined aud 


Conspired to Wrongfully In- 


terfere With the Plaintiff's

TAGGART TO BE CHOSEN 


No Doubt of His Selection to 


Head the Democratic Na- 


tional Committee. 


CHICAGO, July 25.—After the ad- 


journment of the peaco conference the 
fact developed that the sympathetic 
strike had been declared officially au- 
thorized by the proper .boards of all 
allied trades at the stock yards, with 
the exception of the packing house team- 
sters. 
The engineers and firemen, to 


whpm word only could be sent with 
great difficulty, were allowed.to stay at 
their posts until G p. m. All other depart- 
ment itrikcs were in effect for two hours 
or mere before the official sanction was 
made public. 


It developed that learning the ap- 


parent hopelessness of an agreement the 
reperescnlatives o£ the allied trades 
urged by President Donnelly, adopted 
resolutions commanding the chiefsvof all 
affected unions to enter .the yard* and 


NEW YORK, July 25.—Members from 


all parts of the country are arriving in 
New York today to attend the meeting 
of'the' national .committee 'tomorrow; 
Not only tnembers'.of'the-committee, but 
other well known Democrats are here 
or will be in attendance tomorrow. No 
doubt is expressed among members of 
the committee about the election of 
Thomas Tnggart as chairman.

FATHER AND SON SUBPOENED 


T. J- and C. W. Emerson Notified to Appear 


Iterore Hoard ot Review. 


At a meeting of the board of review 


held at the city hall this- morning it 
was decided upon the recommendation of 
City Attorney 'Walker to subpoena Tho- 
mas J, Emerson and son, Charles W. Em- 
erson, to appear before them at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon to show a reason why tha 
father's personal property is only, val- 
ued at $460, when in the estimation oi 
the board it reached $6,000. 


Tho assessors sent out personal prop- 


erty blanks, asking the people to fill 
out the list of taxable property. Mr 
Emerson taxes himself with a valuation 
lees'than a thousand. 


Heretofore the assessors havo not giv- 


en close attention to the personal prop- 
erty list on account of the limited ara- 
ount of time allotted them. Last year 
but -two pianos were assessed in tho Sec- 
ond ward. This year they have tried to 
include everybody in the list who justly 
ought to be taxed. As a consequence 
the valuation of personal property as 
sessed this year will show a big in 
crease. 


The subpoena was issued by Justice 


Rowlands, 


. This afternoon, questioned by City At 
torney Walker, Mr. Emerson stated to 
the board of review that he had person 
al property to tho extent of nearly $15, 
000. This was composed as follows: A 
judgment, secured by a mortgage, for 
$10,000 with interest due in the sum o 
$800'; $3,000 or $4,000 in the bank, ant 
other personal property to the value o 
several hundred dollars. Mr. Emerson 
stated that his sworn statement- of $47.' 
should have been $3,175 as he 'made 
figures for $300, instead 
of $3,000 


through error. 


The board of review after hearing the 


testimony decided to fix Mr. Emerson' 
property" assessment at $10,000.

COMPLAINT SETS FORTH 


THE ACTION 


John Clancy, doing business under the 


firm name of J. F. Clancy & Co., in order 
o outwit the union stevedores in their 
attempts to prevent non-union workmen 
rom unloading the coal barge Charles 
^oss, instituted injunctional proceedings 
against the union men this morning at 
G o'clock, when Sheriff Robert Mutter 
came .into possession of papers restrain- 
ng.them from interfering with the work. 


THE. DEFEND ANTS.

EMPLOYED >TON-UNION MEN. 


Palmer & Gittings are the attorneys 


for the complainant. It appears that the 
Clancy Coal company has not employed 
union men at any time this season. 
When the last coal steamer arrived, non- 
"union men were put to work at 4 o'clock 
Friday afternoon unloading tho vessel. 
Saturday and Friday evening union men 
used efforts in trying to induce the non- 
union employes to cease work. In order 
Lo further prevent them from iutcrfer- 


with Mr. Clancy's business, the in- 


junction was 'served. 


It is claimed that tho men financially 


are not responsible for any damage they 
do, but are liable to jail commitment in 
case the order is violated. The object 
of the- injunction is to hold the men. in 
case of violation on a criminal, instead 
of a civil charge, 


. • TEXT OF COMPLAINT. 


Tho complaint alleges that there are 


two boat loads of coal in the. harbor at 
the present time, one containing 1,600 
tons, and the other 2,700 tons of hnrd 
coal, which is necessary for the complain- 
ant to unload immediately, in order to 
save cost and expense by the way of 
demurrage; that at the present time six- 
teen men are engaged in unloading ships 
during the navigation season; that it is 
necessary to save coat of demurrage and 
be able to properly conduct his business 
without any interruption on the part of 
the defendants or others, and that it is 
'necessary to conduct his business with- 
out interference in the matter of hiring 
and discharging of men to perform such 
work. 


Second: That all of the defendants 


are members of the stevedore union and 
all have from time to timo heretofore 
been employed nt the Clancy docks. 


ALLEGES UNLAWFUL ACTS. 


Third: 
Plaintiff further alleges that 


the defendants and other persons to tho 
plaintiff unknown, have combined, con- 
spired, confederated and in concert am- 
ong other things to wrongfully interfere 
with, the plaintiff from securing neces- 
sary help and for the purpose of compel- 
ling .the plaintiff against his will to hire 
and employ persons he does ,not desire 
to retain in his service, and to compel 
plaintiff against his will and unlawfully 
to agree to hire none but members oi 
the Jocal union of International Long 
shoramen, and to be governed nnd con- 
trolled in1 the management of his busi- 
ness and operation of his business by tho 
rules and regulations prescribed by said 
union'ahd the officers thereof; from con- 
tinuing in their said employment with 
plaintiff and to compel employes to quit 
work; that the defendants have resorted 
to unlawful methods and acts and have 
by show of force and throats and acts, 
and personal violence Intimidated ajid 
frightened the present employes so that- 
the plaintiff will probably be deprived of 
their service through such unlawful con- 
duct on- the part of the defendants, un- 
less restrained by an order from the 
court. 


THREATENED BODILY INJURY. 
Fourth: That for a period of nbout 


one week the dflfendant? have osaemblec 
near the docks and yards in force and 
.have assumed a threatening manner to- 
wards the employes on their way to anc 
from work; have repeatedly called then 
"seabs" and other approbious names one 
epithets and have repeatedly threatened 
the employes with physical violence, un 
less they ceased work; that on the 13th 
and 22'n'd day of July several of the de 
fondants, by name of John Welsh, John 
Divine, Charles Jefferson, 
"Biahop7 


Doyle and George Crangle asscmble< 
along Root river upon tlio. docks nni 
threatened one of .tho employes.. with 


bodily injury; that one of said defend- 
ants pushed.him against a shed and be- 
cause of remarks and manner caused 
said employe to bo in great fear for his 
ife; that upon another occasion a de- 
cndant accosted.another employe with 
,he threat that he "would knock _his 
lead off" and otherwise threatened him; 
hat -upon information and belief that 
lefendants'have threatened and openly 
leclared in pursuance of their concerted 
and.unlawful conspiracy to injure this 
plaintiff and prevent the lawful prose- 
iution of his business; that they will 
"rom timo to tinja on. continue to harass 
and annoy him and his employes in or- 
der that they may compel the plaintiff 
;o concede to their unlawful demands, 
and some have stated that it is-their in- 
:ention to plan . a greater disturbance 
and make more trouble from now on in 
order that they may .succeed in their de- 
signs, and plaintiff believes defendants 
vill proceed .to the execution of such 
treats'unless restrained by tho Border 
of this court. That defendants and said 
union will continue course. of conduct 
intil the plaintiff abandons the prose- 
cution of his business or consents .to con- 
duct and manage his affairs with his ctn- 
>loyes according to the dictates, rules, 
•egulations and directions of defendants 
and -union, and will eompelthe present 
employes to cease their 
employment; 


also-will give rise to the multiplicity of 
suits and will cause plaintiff irreparable 
njury to compensate which plaintiff is 
without adequate remedy at law. 


ASKS INJUNCTIONAL' ORDER; 
Sixth: 
Plaintiff further alleges that 


defendants are without means and prop- 
erty sufficient to compensate him for 
damages through their wrongful acts as 
.hey may hereafter commit, and that 
said defendants and each ot them are 
without property subject to seizure and 
sale upon execution of any nature -what- 
soever. 


Wherefore, 
said plaintiff demands 


Judgment; that said defendants individ- 
ually and collectively and all persons act- 
ing for or with them under their direc- 
tion, advice or authority, be, during the 
pendency of this action, and forever re- 
strained and enjoined by the court from 
in any manner, directly or indirectly, ob- 
structing or interfering with the plain- 
tiff in the conduct, management and con- 
trol of his business, .and from compell- 
ing by intimidation, force or- violence 
any person from entering into the ser- 
vice or employment of the plaintiff; and 
from collecting in and about the ap- 
proaches and streets leading to plain- 
tiff's yards, docks, sheds and office, for 
the purpose of picketing, patrolling or 
niarding the streets! avenues,-, intimidat- 
ing, threatening, calling - approbrious 
names and epithets, or coercing,-any ot 
the employes or any person seeking em- 
ployment and from in any manner ob- 
structing the free passage of the'plain- 
tiff while poing to and from his docks, 
and from - interfering with employes go- 
ing to and from his docks; and that they 
be enjoined from going singly or collec- 
tively to the homes of plaintiff's em- 
ployes or any of them for the purpose of 
intimidating or coercing any and nil of 
said employes to leave the employment 
of plaintiff and from entering into plain- 
tiff's employment and from intimidating 
in any ma.nner the husbands, wives or 
families of said employes at their respec- 
tive homes. 


SWEARS TO CONTENTS. 


The complaint was signed by .Palmer 


& Gittings. John F.. Clancy, being duly 
sworn on oath, deposed and said, that he 
is the plaintiff named; that he read the 
complaint and knows contents thereof, 
and that same is true of his own knowl- 
edge, except as to the matters' therein 
stated to be upon information and be- 
lief and as to the matters he believes to 
be true. 


There is no trouble at the docks to- 


day. The non-union men arc at work 
unloading vessels and there apparently 
is no trouble whatsoever. What effect 
the injunction will have is'but a matter 
of-conjecture at present.

m.—Tho admiralty, according to excel- 
lent information is preparing a state- 
ment regarding the vessels of the volun- 
teer fleet which Trill bo published in the 
Official Messenger, tomorrow. 


It is reported that Japan has officially 


protested to the Russian 
government 


against violations of the rules of war 
on eleven counts namely.: "Several Rus- 
sian battalions hoisting tho white flag at 
the battle of Vafangow and inducing the 
Japanese to cease firing, abnse of the 
Red Cross flag, stabbing, shooting and 
mutilating tho wounded, etc., as contain- 
ed in General. Oku's report already pub- 
lished.

CHICAGO, July 22.—President Don- 


nelly of tho butcher workers' union, has 
requested the leaders of all allied trades 
to order out their men in sympathetic 
strike. The various unions that would 
bo affected by a sympathetic strike have 
already voted to walk out at the dis- 
cretion of their leaders. 


CHICAGO, July 22—Reports were 


currant this afternoon that the packers 
had decided to yield not a, whit to the 
strikers and to meet continued warfare 
with a complete shutdown of the killing 
departments until such time as sufficient 


- expert non-union forces could be obtain- 


ed to jiperato on the large normal scale, 
ffho ground for this action was said to 


• be that the packers had found it is too 


expensive and too wasteful to attempt 
to operate with small killing gangs, and 
fcad determined H the strikers insisted 
on holding out, to suspend killing oper- 
ations in all the plants affected by tho 
strike. Tho packers, it was stated, 
would continue shipping and handling 
products on hand. Work on the smok- 
ing and canning departments will also 
tie discontinued. 


STRIKE ORDERED OX AGAIN1. 
The packing house strike was today 


ordered renewed in Chicago and all 
other cities. Violation of agreement by 
the packing house proprietors is assigned 
as-the reason. 


The following telegram was sent by 


President Donnelly to all of the employ- 
es of various packing houses m the diff- 
erent cities affected by the 
previous 


strike: 
"Order out all the departments again. 


Companies violated agreement.

Today 3,000 cattle butchers reported 


at the stock cards here for work. Only 
half of them were given places. There- 


. -upon all refused to work. They report- 


cd in a body at their union headquar- 
ters. -The general order for.a renewal of 
the strike was soon forthcoming. 


CIRCULAR MAIN CAUSE. 


While the immediate cause of the re- 


newal of the strike was apparently the 
failure of .the packers to take back a 
larger portion of the strikers who re- 
ported for work today, the real cause of 
tho rupture was inferred to be a circu- 
lar issued yesterday by the'packers. The 
circular purported to explain to the pub- 
lic the agreement entered into with the 
labor dealers. 
Seemingly tho circular 


could be taken as implying tho agree- 
ment did not bind the packers to re-em- 
ploy all of the men who walked out. The 
construction, the labor leaders' had plac- 


at a restoration of peace. As a result, 
the news of the strike order was follow- 
ed within an hour by an announcement 
that a joint conference-ftt the offices of 
Armour & Co., had been arranged to 
take place this afternoon between the 
packing house proprietors nnd the labor 
lenders. The purpose o! the joint con- 
ference was stated to be to discuss the 
alleged unjust discrimination on the part 
of the packers. 


WHAT STRIKERS OBJECT TO. 


The portion of the packers circular ob- 


jectionable to the unions follows: 


"In tho agreement reached the pack- 


ers reserve the privilege of retaining in 
their employ all employes ; that have 
been hired while the strike has lasted, 
thus guaranteeing to these men the fair 
treatment they deserve and gaining for 
the packers one of the1 most important 
points for which they contended and for 
which they stood out so long. The privil- 
ege of arbitration within the time limit 
of forty-five days covers the question of 
'discrimination' only, and is in no. way 
intended to guarantee to the striking 
employes that they will be taken back 
and given the places now filled by non- 
union help." 


WHAT DONNELLY SAYS. 


President Donnelly immediately after 


calling the men out the second time 
gave out the following statement rela- 
tice to his action: 


"The packers agreed to replace the 


men 
without 
discrimination. They 


agreed that the men''-should report "for 
work and be taken back. Instead of 
being furnished with checks this morn- 
ing when the men went back to work 
;hey were met by a superintendent or a 
policeman who picked out certain men 
ind told them to go and get their checks. 
They told others to go home; that they 
did not know when they would be need- 
ed, or whether they would ever be need- 
ed. This was a plain violation of our 
agreement. I called up Mr. Conners of 
Armour & Co., and told him that the 
agreement was being flagrantly violat- 
ed; that the men would refuse to go 
bade to work. I did that as soon as the 
men had reported from the yards what 
was being done there. Mr. .Conners 
wanted mo to come immediately to see 
him and show how the agreement was 
being violated. I told him that there 
was no chance to do business with him 
until the other trades 'had been repre- 
sented."

At the Swift & Co. plant all the cattle 


butchers were taken, back without ques- 
tion with the exception of Phib'p Mur- 
phy, a foreman on the .beef killing floor. 
Murphy was a member of the imion un- 
til he was made foreman, when under its 
rules ho was not eligible. His sympa- 
thies remained with the union, and when 
the striko came he walked out with' his 
men.

When the 3,000 butchers and their hel- 


pers went into the yards here today to 
tako their old places, tho general greet- 
ing received was: 


"W cannot tako back more than half 


the regular force." Immediately there 
was a woeful display of chagrin and dis- 
appointment. The men held a confer- 
ence of an impromptu nature and reach- 
ed an agreement to act as a unit or not 
nt all. "You must take us all back or 
none," came the reply of the union men. 
who saw performing the tasks they had 
done before, numbers of non-union work 
men. The packers refused, to accede to 
this, and a committee was sent to see 
President Donnelly. The latter was 
quickly in communication^ with his advis- 
ors. Within an hour and a half- the de- 
cision was reached to reopen the strike. 
President Donnelly's telegram was ^ac- 
cordingly sent to all unions, 


The breaking of agreements as alleged

tho pack-ing houses, carried their tools 
and overalls, and were in fine humor. 
When the' men found that the packers 
expected to take back only a small pro- 
portion today, the smiles, changed to 
frowns. A committee was quickly ap- 
pointed and was sent to interview the 
packing house superintendents. 


Tae committee returned with long 


faces and reported the situation. Howls 


rage went up, and the packers were 


cursed roundly. Then tho great army 
cf strikers turned and filed out of the 
yards. 


The new strike apparently places the 


packers in a worse plight, than before, 
for a great number of tho non-union men 
have quit. Many of these'non-union 
workers 'left last night, fearing to re 
main and face the returned strikers.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 21.—Tho ar- 


mored cmiser South Dakota launched 
here yesterday, is a sister ship of tho 
California which Vas launched three 
months ago at the yards of the Union 
Iron Works. The two ships arc almost 
identical and aro the largest war ves- 
sels ever launched in a Pacific ocean 
port. Each represents tho latest type 
if efficiency, speed and power. The on- 
yncs which aro expected to develop 
twenty-three thousand horse power, will 
give 'high speed and great facilities in 
maneuvering at sea.. The coal capacity 
of the, bunks admits of a radius of oper- 
ations considerably greater than that of 
any war vessel now in the navy.

IS NOW THREATENED

CHICAGO, July 23.—A fruitless con- 


ference -;va3 held today between the 
strike.leaders and representatives of the 
packers at the officers' o£ Swift & Co.

'"After the'milk is drawn it should be 
removed from the stable promptly and

On many farins the milk is strained in 
the stable itself. This practice is high- 
ly objectionable, because stable atmos- 
phere is always more or less charged 
with dust which will fall Into the milk 
and increase the number of bacteria 
therein. The temperature in the stable 
Is generally high nnd favors rapid mul- 
tiplication 'of the living germs in milk, 
and the milk will absorb the stable 
odor, which renders it very objectiona- 
ble to the consumer. 


Th* AdTiinoe Jn Tub». 


The recent sharp advance in tho 


price of butter tubs Is due to conditions 
entirely beyond the control of the man- 
ufacturers. As every one knows, there 
was a tremendously heavy rainfall all 
over the country last summer, and this 
has been kept up almost Incessantly 
in the eouthern districts In which Is 
grown tbe ash from which butter tub 
staves are made. Much of the timber 
land has been under water for months, 
rendering it impossible for men to get 
out timber to supply the stave mills. 
•As there is nothing to indicate that 
'conditibnB will be improved until mid- 
summer the chances are that the price; 
of tubs will continue high, and to avoid 
'a tub famine prudent creamery opera- 
tors; should make It a point to keep on 
•htod'-a sufficient supply aFall times.. 
We'look for tubs to go still higher be- 
fore the" season is over.-Creamery 
Journal.

brands of milk are. handled for tho 
very particular market they arc intend- 
ed to supply.- Let .us . say right here 
'that the. influence of this hlghest'der. 
mand Is making itself felt all along the 
line, even to the ordinary creamery, 
calling for a more conscientious and 
ntelllgent treatment of the milk and 
to conditions, says Hoard's Dairyman. 
The Dayton (0.) Pure Milk arid But- 


ter company have lately Installed their 
plant and we will describe the various.. 
processes through which the. milk 
passes. 
. 
. . '•• 


. About twenty-five dairymen are now 
furnishing milk, direct to the plant. 
Every man's product is flrst tested each 
morning to see that It has not been. 
"doctored" by the addition of formal- 
dehyde or other foreign substance or 
diluted with water. It is then put into 
a large tank and weighed. From, this It 
goes with the other milk into a very, 
large open tank covered with cloth, 
where It is. constantly stirred to pre- 
vent the -cream from rising. This Is on 
the second floor. The next process 
takes the milk to the first floor, where 
it passes through the tempering tank. 
Hero the temperature of the milk Is 
raised to about 102 degrees, not hot 
enough to change the chemical proper- 
ties of the milk, however. The process 
IB continuous from the time the fluid 
leaves the receiving tank until it Is 
hermetically sealed, in sterilized • bot- 
tles. As it goes from the tempering 
tank it runs directly to the clarifler, 
which makes thousands of revolutions 
a minute, and every particle of foreign 
matter Is eliminated. And such stuff it 
is, a whole bucketful every day of the 
vilest of dirt and filth and the products 
of disease. 
From the clarifier the hot milk goe» 


to the pasteurizers. There are three of 
these, the flrst filled with hot water, 
the second with cold, the third with 
brine. In passing through these ma- 
chines the temperature of the milk is 
lowered in about ten seconds from 162 
to 38 degrees. And thereto is the pas- 
teurizing process by which all bacteria 
and germs of every sort are killed, as 
they are not able to withstand . the 
shock of the sudden change in temper- 
ature.

After bottling the milk: Is put In cold 


storage 'and held for delivery. It Is as 
pure as milk can be nnd yet Just as tru-

It Iff now generally conceded that tha 


recent national legislation on oleomar- 
garine is not going to restrict the pro- 
duction of that article, and, further, 
that It is likely to increase Its consump- 
tion, says Stockman and Farmer. The 
low license fee and the fact that re- 
•tailers can make a greater profit from 
oleomargarine than from butter are. 
powerful Influences in extending the 
trade In tbe substitute. So far as color 
goes oleomargarine Is now being col- 
ored without at least any apparent vio- 
lation of law. Tbe coloring is not so 
rich as of yore, but it is sufficient to 
satisfy the consumer's eye, and oleo- 
margarine's merits are being BO gener- 
ally urged and the demerits of ^butter 
so forcibly set forth by the retailer 
that more people than ever are eating 
oleomargarine knowingly. A new proc- 
ess of renovating inferior butter Is now 
in use by the packers, and this is hav- 
ing some influence on the market On 
the whole we cannot say that the situ- 
ation Justifies expectation of high 
prices for butter henceforth. Prices are 
fair now, all things considered, and 
the probability Is that they will not bo 
higher except for a brief period or un- 
der some stress of circumstances. The 
butter maker must depend on the excel- 
lence of hla product to afford him a 
profitable market one year with anoth- 
er Legislation will not do it nor .will 
anything else do It except the care and 
skill in manufacture and marketing.. 
Common butter must continue to sell 
cheap, Just as common products of all 
kinds sell. Broadly speaking, produc- 
tion is more evenly balanced now than 
it was. More milk Is going Into cheese 
and to the cities, and until there are 
more dairymen there la not likely to be 
a serious overproduction in the bitter 
business. But good products will be 
necessary to profit. 
; 


The Front In Foedlnsr.

our dairymen practice full feeding. If 
they would remember that It takes ap- 
proximately CO per cent of all that a 
cow can .eat to maintain her body, 
more would strive to get a profit from 
feeding the remaining 40 per- cent,, as 
It Is in this that all the profit lies.

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ALL UNIONS 
QUIT WORK 


Thousands Inaugurated 


Today at Chicago. 


President of Teamsters' Organization Tried Hard 


But Ineffectually to Prevent Shutting Up 


of Union Yards—Above Union Alone 


Seemed Desirous for Peace. 


CHICAGO, July 23—A meeting of 


butchers representatives ""and """allied 
trades decided this afternoon to send 
another committee to call upon the pack- 
ers. The committee which prepared to 
call upon the packers is composed of the 
representatives of all allied trades. 


CHICAGO, July 25.—Chicago's, sympa- 


thetic general strike at the stockyards, 
predicted by its leaders to be the great- 
est and most expensive this coimtry has 
ever known, began at 10 o'clock today, 
when thousands of teamsters, cattle 
handlers, and members of the mechanical 
trades quit work and made a grand 
rush for the gates leading from the busi- 
est square mile of buildings, yards and 
pens in the world. 


The first big defection came when 100 


men, 
including the sealers and pen clean- 


ers employed by the Union Stock Yards 
and Transit company, refused to work 
further. First to go' were the handlers, 
and this eliminated the usefulness of the 
teamsters and they followed. As they; 
passed out of the big gates at Exchange 
avenue they were greeted with cheers 
by the thousands of strikers gathered in 
the vicinity. 


Prior to this spectacular exodus came 


•mall strikes in the various plants, in 
eluding carpenters, firemen, elevator 


men, 
machinists, etc., but these did not 


have the effect of tieing up the plants, 
since such action had been anticipated, 
and as often as a union man stepped out 
a non-union man, or a union man who 
had deserted his organization was there 
to take his place. The teamsters and 
cattle handlers, as a whole, employed by 
the various individual'flrms refused to 
join in the pre-conference movement, -so 
•much desired and ardently advocated by 
President Donelly of the butchers' union 
but at that a large number of them quit 
and quietly left the yard to attend a 
big mass meeting called for the benefit 
of all who had refused to await result? 
of further conferences. 


While these awlkonts were taking place 


• conference between strike representa- 
tives and the packers was being held at 
the offices o! Nelson, Morris & Co. at the 
yards, and the delegates representing the 
allied trades were in session in Emerald 
avenue and Forty-first street. 


Earlier in the day the allied trades 


and the committee of eight teamsters 
chosen last night to seek pease anew be- 
fore permitting the teamsters to strike 
had been urged by President Donnelly of 
the meat cutters to call the genera.! 
strike and then seek a further conference 
with the packers.. ' 


DONNELLY OBDURATE. 


~ There" waT'triively "deBateTPresielent 
Golden, for the teamsters' governing 
body, declaring his belief that a common 
sense campaign would end in peace. He 
pointed out the danger of shutting up 
the Union Stock Yards and Transit com- 
pany, which he said, would be detri- 
mental to the strikers' friends, the inde- 
pendent packers, who were doinfc tho 


tives and then, with Messrs. Schardt'and' 
Cohen went to meet the packers at the 
offices of Nelson, Morris & Co. While 
this latter conference was in progress 
the allied trades meeting was continued, 
the delegates being anxious to learn the 
result of the latest effort to bring about 
a settlement. 


Under instructions the representatives 


of labor told the packers that they would 
not give up their demand' for reinstate- 
ment within forty-eight hours of the cat- 
tle butchers and meat cutters and within 
ten days for all others and for individual 
arbitration in all cases of alleged dis- 
crimination. The packers were repre- 
sented by Thomas Wilson - for ^Nelson, 
Morris & Co., Edward Tilden for Libby, 
McNeil & Libby, J. 
E. Maurer for 


Schwartzschild <fe Sulzberger, T. J. Con- 
nors for Armour & Co., and J. P. Lyman 
for the national Packing company. The 
conference was secret and after it had 
lasted several hours, a representative of 
the packers reported no ."progress had 
been made' and ttJat'a.settleinent'Beemed 
as far off as ever. 
' 


XIVESTOCK. HANDLERS'bUT: 


While th& peace conference was 'n see-' 


sion, news came of the strike of all the 
ivestoek handlers, which was called at I 
10 o'clock. Most of tthe men 
<juit 


promptly at that hour, but many, were 
allowed until 12 noon to finish delivering 
cattle outside the yards. Independent 
packers took advantage of this and 
droves of cattle and sheep were driven 
out of the yard long after 10 o'clock. 


When it became known that the walk- 


out of the livestock handlers affected the 
independent 'packers as well as those 
against whom the strike hod been called, 
representatives 
of 
the independents 


called at the headquarters of the pack- 
ing house teamsters to ask for a special 
provision allowing them to secure cattle 
from the yards in the regular way. Rep- 
resentatives of the allied packing house 
trades promised to take the question up 
at a formal meeting. 


LEAVE CATTLE ON SCALES. 


Meanwhile the sympathetic general 


strike had spread rapidly. When the 
scale men got word to quit, they coolly 
locked their scales, and left, many of 
them having unweighed cattle on the 
scales. Fortunately; however, • for ship- 
pers, commission men and packers, near- 
ly all the weighing had been done and 


big packers almost as much damage as 
any body else. He suggested that the 
stock yards company be permitted to 
continue under some of agreement, but 
his argument had no weight with Presi- 
dent Donnelly, who said : "The time to 
strike is right now. Let us talk about 
the independent concerns and about set- 


later." 


MOVE CRIPPLED PACKERS. 


Then it was arranged tfiat President 


Schardt, representing the Chicago Fed- 
eration of Labor, and Barney Cohen, rep- 
resenting the butchers' union,- should 
join the teamsters' union committee, to 
•which had been added John Sheridan, 
business agent of the ice wagon drivers. 
There are 1,200 of the ice wagon drivers 
employed by the packers and with their 
•triking, it is admitted the packers 
would have much difficulty, getting ice 
to their refrigerator cars. 


SETTLEMENT SEEMS REMOTE. 
Before going to meet the packers' com- 


mittee the teamsters had a joint confer- 


with, .the allied .trades representa- 


little inconvenience resulted. 


TEN MACHINISTS" OUT.' 


Not all of the machinists went out: 


[n fact it is claimed a small majority re- 
sponded to the call of their leaders. The 
electricians and dynamo men, however, 
made large desertions. Their places 
were asserted to have been filled by men 
who have been in the employ of the 
packers for many days.^The strike move- 
ment 'soon involved every, craft at the 
stock yards, excepting the teamsters. 


Steamfltters, lumbers, boxmakers, etc., 


walked out successfully, these depart- 
ments being totally tied up in some in- 
stances and but partially in others. 
Thousands of workmen with their lunch 
pails began moving out of the yards in 
an orderly manner. There was a marked 
absence of any suggestion of violence 
during the walkouts. 


The strike, although general, was con- 


ducted without the official authorization 
by the heads of the various unions, but 
solely upon the order of business agents, 
who refused to await the action of the 
peace conference, which -was still in ses- 
sion. 


CONFERENCE FRUITLESS. 


The joint peace conference of the 


teamsters and packers at Morris & Co.'s 
office ended about noon without making 
much, if any, progress. The packers de- 
manded that the union men come to 
them with a definite proposition. The 
union committee returned to lieadquar- 
ters^to confer with the butchers and al- 
lied'trades, in the hope, it ia said, that 
something definite'ia the way of a new 
proposal could be decided upon. 


OPTIMISM UNJUSTIFIED. 


One of the labor representatives, Bar-- 


ney Cohen, president-of the.S.tnU Fed-. 


f eration of Labor, contended that ttie' 
prospects for the settlement of the' e 
were not hopeless. He declared that, con- 
cessions would yet be made by.* both' 
sides. In this connection, it was pointed 
out that the representatives of the pack- 
ers remained at the offices of Morris & 
Co. 


Notwithstanding President Cohen's op- 


timism adjournment of the conference 
between the packers and teamsters' rep- 
resentatives gave little hope for a set- 
tlement of the trouble. 
. The union, emissaries left the packers 
with the avowed intention ,of securing 
further instructions from President Don- 
nelly, after, which they said they would 
again call upon the employers. The pack- 
ers were in an uncommunicative mood 
and merely declared-that nothing defi- 
nite had been accomplished and that no 
time for a further conference hod been 
appointed. 


WASN'T PREPARED FOR ORDER. . 
The issuing of the general strike order 


was a distinct surprise to President Gol- 
den of the Teamsters' union (and other 
members of the teamsters' peace commit- 
tee of eight. Mr. Golden said when'he 
left the packers that while no progress 
had been made toward a settlement, 
there would be no general' 'strike' nntfl: 
tomorrow night's meeting, of the teams- 
ters. When told that the order had been 
voted by the allied trades and had been 
put into execution he could not believe 
it until he obtained verification at his 
own office. 


The precipitation of the sympathetic 


strike seemingly caused no consternation 
among th» packers. For days they had 
been bringing into the city hundreds of 
skilled men, many of whom had been put 
to work and others whom had been held 
in reserve. Tomorrow morning, Armour 
& Co., announced this afternoon,,, they. 
wiUsreeeive'from "NewtYork fifty more 
skilled butchers and meat cutters. All- 
are non-«niofn men and it was, said would, 
be so Closely protected that the strike 
missionaries could not: reach'them in the 
work of proselyting.

Walk Out Order Given Almost Immediately in 


^Chicago and in Other Centers, While 


Sympathetic Strikes Have 


Been Universally 


Decreed. 


CHICAGO, July 22.—President Don- 


nelly of the butcher workers' union, has 
requested the leaders of all allied trades 
to order out their men in sympathetic 
strike. The various unions that would 
be affected by a sympathetic strike have 
already voted to walk out at the dis- 
cretion of their leaders. 


CHICAGO, Jtily 22.—Reports were 


currant this afternoon that the packers 
had decided to yield not a whit to the 
strikers and to meet continued warfare 
with a complete shutdown of the killing 
departments until such time as sufficient 
expert non-union forces could be obtain- 
ed to jperate on the large normal scale: 
JTho ground for this action was said to 
be that the packers had found it is too 
expensive and too wasteful to attempt 
to operate with small killing gangs, and 
liad determined if the strikers insisted 
on holding out, to suspend killing oper- 
ations in all the plants affected by the 
strike. The packers, it was stated, 
would continue shipping and handling 
products on hand. Work on the smok- 
ing1 and canning departments will also 
tie discontinued. 


STRIKE ORDERED OJT AGAIN. : 
The packing house strike was today 


ordered renewed in Chicago and all 
other cities. Violation of agreement by 
the packing house proprietors is assigne< 
us the reason. 


The following telegram was sent by 


President Donnelly to all of the employ 
es of various packing houses in the difl 
erent cities affected by the 
previou 


strike: 


"Order out nil the departments again 


Companies violated agreement. 


(Signed.)' Michael Donnelly, presiden 


International Meat Cutters & Bntche 
Workmen." 


Today 3,000 cattle butchers reporte< 


at the stockyards here for work. Onl; 
half of them were given places. There 
upon all refused to work. They report 
n] in a body at their union hcadquar 
ters. 'The general order for.a renewal o: 
the strike was soon forthcoming. 


CIRCULAR MAIN CAUSE. 


While the immediate cause of the re 


newal of the strike was apparently the 
failure of the packers to take back a 
larger portion of the strikers who re 
ported for work today, the real cause o: 
the rupture was inferred to be a circu 
lor issued yesterday by the'packers. The 
circular purported to explain to the pub 
lie the agreement entered into with the 
labor dealers. 
Seemingly the circular 


could be taken as implying the agree- 
ment did not bind the packers to re-em- 
ploy all of the men who walked ont. The 
construction, the labor leaders had plac- 
ed upon the agreement was that all 
should be re-employed 'within forty-five 
days. 


OJTLY HALF TAltEN BACK. 


When the 3,000 butchers and their hel- 


pers went into the yards here today to 
take their old places, the general greet- 
ing received was: 


"W cannot take back more than half 


the regular force." Immediately there 
•was a woeful display of chagrin and dis- 
appointment. The men held a confer- 
ence of an impromptu nature and reach- 
ed an agreement to act as a unit or not 
at all. "Yon must take us all back or 
none," came the reply of the union men, 
who saw performing the tasks they had 
done before, numbers of non-union work- 
men. The packers refused to accede to 
this, and a committee 'was sent-to see 
President Donnelly. The latter was 
quickly in communicationwith. his advis- 
ors. Within an hour and a half 'the de- 
cision was reached to reopen the strike. 
President Donnelly's telegram was ac- 
cordingly sent to all unions. 
'' 


.The breaking of agreements as alleged 


by President Donnelly on the part of the 
packers and the ending of all peace plans 
on the part of the unions came as a vio- 
lent snrprise to the public despite the 
widespread knowledge that. the men 
were far'from satisfied with conditions 
consequent upon the signing of the 
term* of peace. 
i ' 


CONFERENCE ARRANGED^ 


The summary action of the strike lea- 


der* in ordering B renewal Of hostilities 
WM followed by equally'vigorous effort* 


at a restoration of peace. As a result, 
the news of the strike order was follow- 
ed within an hour by an announcement 
that a joint conference at the offices of 
Armour & Co., bad been arranged to 
take place this afternoon between the 
packing house proprietors and the labor 
leaders. The purpose of the joint con- 
ference was stated to be to discuss the 
alleged unjust discrimination on the part 
of the packers. 


WHAT STRIKERS OBJECT TO. 


The portion of the packers circular ob- 


jectionable to the unions follows: 


"In the "agreement reached the pack- 


ers reserve the privilege' of retaining- in 
their employ aU employes,that have 
been hired while the strike has lasted, 
thus guaranteeing to these men the fair 
treatment they deserve and gaining for 
the packers one of the most important 
point* for which they contended and for 
which they stood out so long. The privil- 
ege of arbitration within -the time limit 
of forty-five days covers the question of 
'discrimination' only, and is in no.way 
intended to guarantee to the 
striking- • 


employes that they -will be taken back 
and given the places now filled by non- 
union help." 


WHAT DONNELLY SA7S. 


President Donnelly immediately after 


calling the men out the. second time 
gave out the following statement rela- 
tice to his action: 


"The packers agreed to replace the 


men 
without 
discrimination. 
They 


agreed that the men" should reporf'for, 
work and be taken back. Instead of 
being furnished with checks this morn- 
ing when the men went back to work 
they were met by a superintendent or a 
policeman who picked out certain me 
and told them to go and get their cheefci 
They told others to go home; that the 
did not know when they would be neec 
ed, or whether they would ever be neec 
ed. This was a plain violation of ou 
agreement. I called up Mr. Conners o 
Armour & Co., and told him that th 
agreement was being flagrantly .violat 
ed; that the men would refuse to gi 
back to work. I did that as soon as th 
men had reported from the yards wha 
was being done there. Mr. .Conner 
wanted me to come immediately to sec 
him and show how the agreement wa 
being violated. I told him that there 
was no chance to do business with him 
until the other trades 'had been repre 
sented." 


MAYOK CALLED HOME. 


Immediately upon hearing that the

BAN PLACED ON FOREMAN. 


At the Swift 4 Co. plant all the cattle 


butchers were taken back without ques- 
tion with the exception of Philip Mur- 
phy, a foreman on the beef killing floor. 
Murphy was a member tof the union un- 
til he was. mode foreman, when'under its 
rules he was not" eligible. His sympa- 
thies remained with the union, itad when 
the strike came he walked out with his* 
men. For this he was singled 'out "by. 
the management as objectionable. The; 
Swift employes took action similar to; 
that of the workmen at Armour's. 


At the Anglo-American plat, Sehwarz- 


schild & Sulzberger's and the Hammqnd 
plant, it was understood that only a 
small percentage of the strikers were re- 
instated. 


At Nelson Morris & Co.. only' three or 


four union men were taken back accord- 
ing to reports received at union head- 
quarters. 


ONLY 2 IN 50 GET WORK. 


Out of fifty members'that waited long 


in line at Morris & Co.'sr only two were 
reinstated. The remainder were soon 
spreading the word about the yards and 
adding to the excitement, while"the lanes 
and by-paths leading to the gates were 
congested with a disgusted

\rorkers ploding away to the indigna- 
tion meetings or turning their steps 
homeward to face anew the di shear' -i- 
ing features of a struggle which all pre- 
dicted would be bitterly contested'.

served in the stockyards as today. Long 
before the whistles blew for the men tc 
enter, the crowds had begun to gather 
at the various gates. Exchange avenue 
was packed with humanity. There were 
a few cases of personal violence on the 
part of strike sympathizers, though the 
strikers, heeding President Donnelly's 
advice to avoid trouble, let non-union 
men pass generally without' molestation. 


SMILES CHANGE TO FROWNS. 


The strikers, when they appeared at 


he packing houses, carried their "tools 
and overalls, and were in fine humor. 
When the men found that the packers 
expected to take back only a small pro- 
portion today,- the smiles, changed' to 
rowns. A committee was quickly ap- 
<ointed and was sent to interview the 
jacking house superintendents. 


The committee returned 
with long 


aces and reported the situation. Howls 
f rage wenf up, 'and the packers were 
ursed roundly. Then the great army 
f strikers turned and filed out of the 
ards. 
The new strike apparently places the 


wickers in a worse plight than before, 
or a great number of the non-union men 
ave quit.

BOTH CHARGE BAD FAITH: 
i 


Meanwhile through an arrangement 


between President Donnelly and' thej 
packers hurried preparations were being 
made for an immediate meeting between 
the opposing forces. It was freely pre- 
dicted that both sides would charge bad 
faith and that a renewal of the fight 
would follow beside which the events of 
the strike to date will appear insignifi- 
cant. 


In quitting work again all, men were 


ordered to finish up whatever they had in 
hand and clean up so as to avoid any un- 
necessary loss to the, packers. 


PEACE NOT PACKER'S' DESIRE. 
About the yards the strikers were 


loud in their denunciation, charging the 
packers with bad faith in showing dis- 
criminate:; and declaring the packers 
had no desire for peace and had intend- 
ed to force' the issue again for ulterior 
motives. On the other hand, the 'pack- 
ers asserted that they acted entirely 
within the provisions of the agreement. 
The packers declared they were duped 
by the union leaders into permitting 
non-union "strike breakers" to leave. 
Both forces proceeded to line up for what 
they termed a real struggle. The charge 
of bad faith was denied by the packers*. 
Those who could be seen were a ,init 
in declaring: "If any one has violated 
the agreement it has not been the puck- 
ers." 


According to estimates 8,550 men wnro 


directly affected bys the clash today. 
Fully that number of strikers were on 
hand .expecting immediate employment, 
while others were expecting re-instatc- 
meht later. 


As soon as the strike had been renew- 


ed by the packing trades, proper appeals 
were made to the numerous allied ti ^des 
to join in the movement. 


TEAMSTERS TO STRIKE.

Where 
are tho names of any man or men duly 
indicted by the law that have been in- 
dicted or tried within the memory of 
men, upon a charge of criminality in 
connection with one of these horrors? 


Searching investigations may ' indeed 


be made and such a onei is being made, 
or is going to be made by the govern- 
ment as to the responsibility for the 
shocking General Slocum tragedy. But 
however serious minded the government 
officials may be,, does any American citi- 
zen suppose that one of these men will 
be punished? let these investigations 
though reach high in official circles; it is 
wholly unsatisfactory to lay the blame 
upon some inconsequential minor em- 
ploye. Who is responsible , for. rotten 
life preservers, responsible for the in- 
ability of passengers to get at the means 
of preserving life, for careless naviga- 
tion, for tho lack of sufficient life boat 
capacity, and, as. in the case of this lat- 
est ocean horror, that of the Danish 
steamer, the Norge, in which 700 people 
lost, their lives, where the life apparatus 
failed to work with the result when 
passengers 
were placed therein, 
they 


were quickly shot overboard and drown- 
ed. 


This is what people want to know, 


and knowing, realize governments will 
properly punish those guilty o £ ocean 
horrors with the painful lack of proper 
precautions and 
of pitiful failure 
of 


means to save life, utterly failing; of 
river horrors in which practically the 
game scenes occur, and on land the aw- 
ful holocaust of a burning theater with 
imprisoned.people through locked exits, 
insufficient exits, inflammable scenery, 
narrow .passage ways, and a wholesale 
neglect to observe the ordinances of the 
municipality. 


In the days to come the law will per- 


mit no theater to open for a perform- 
ance unless all requirements have been 
attended to and in 'proper working or- 
der. No vessel will be permitted to sail 
unless everything is in perfect order and 
the number of passengers complying with 
tho law. No ocean vessel will be pcr- 
' mitted to start on her voyage unless all 
is safo and as they should be. The law 
indeed should be as thoroughly preven- 
tive as it is commandatory. That is to 
say tho requirements should be assured, 
not presumed.

with such orders or rules, it is more 
difficult to assert the employers should 
be liable for things in no wise under 
their control or their management. There 
is reason in most 'things in this life aud 
there is reason, or should be reason, in 
this matter of the liability of the'em- 
ployer.

Hot water enlarges the feet and draws 
the blood into them, so that they should 
be rubbed or exercised before trying to 
put on a tight shoe. A warm bath with 
an ounce of seaaalt is restful. Leave the 
feet in the bath until the water: coola, 
dry with a rough towel and put on fresh 
hose and a change of shoes. The quick- 
est cure, however, for tired- feet is to 
plunge them into ice cold water andleave1 
them there until there is a feeling of 
warmth; this is heroic, but effectual. An- 
other tonic of the sole is a handful of 
alcohol. This is excellent to dry the feet 
after being caught in the rain, 


Food for Hot Waather.—Cold food is 


not always tooling food, and the house- 
keeper who serves her family with cold 
food* exclusively in hot weather 
will 


have a household of dyspeptics on .her 
hands. Cold meat, heated "up in a little 
curry, is far more digestible than cold 
meat alone. Never serve cold slices of 
meat unless they are accompanied with a 
little highly seasoned catsup or sauce.. 
Even iced tea, that favorite beverage of 
summer, is a drink of doubtful value on 
the dining table. .Hot tea heats the 
stomach and prepares it for ita work, 
•while cold ten, like ice water, taken at 
dinner, retards digestion by chilling the 
stomach.

to Materialize at Today's

SYMPATHETIC STRIKE 


IS NOW THREATENED 


Packers Begin Hiring' Hen by-flan, 


dreds After Disagreement—Gen- 


eral Walk. Out Predicted 


for Monday. 


CHICAGO, July 23.— A fruitless con- 


ference was held today between the 
strike leaders and representatives of the 
packers at the officers of Swift & Co. 
The meeting broke up in a disagreement 
after a short session and President Don- 
nelly's followers adjourned to the head- 
quarters of the American Federation of 
Labor to discuss a sympathetic strike. 


An ultimatum was delivered by the 


strikers soon after negotiations began. 
It was as. follows: "On account of th« 
discrimination ahown by the packers and 
their violation oi the agreement of last 
Wednesday, all stock yards employes 
on a strike shall be reinstated within 
ten days. Those who take the initiative 
in reopening activities, such as the 
butchers, those who :kill, are to be rein- 
stated within forty-eight hours." 


This was refused by representatives of 


the packers, who in turn asserted they 
we're willing to adhere 'to tne old con- 
trast and that they had named Samuel 
McLean as an arbitrator, according to" 
the terms of that agreement. la the re- 
ply to the ultimatum of the strikers, the 
employers also asserted that they stood 
ready to remedy any errors or mistakes 
made in efforts to fulfill the old con- 
tract. 


OLD AGREEMENT VOID. 


The union -men announced that they 


were firm in the determination that the 
old agreement was made null and void

;, After tie milk i* drawn it ibould be 
removed from the (table promptly and 
transferred' to the mlikroom, which 
Mould be used for tbe straining, aerat- 
ing, cooling and storing of milk only. 
On many farm* the milk i* strained In 
tbe stable Itself. This practice la high- 
ly objectionable, because stable atmos- 
phere is always more or less charged 
with dust, which will fall Into tbe milk 
and increase the number of bacteria 
therein. The temperature in the stable 
Is generally high and favor* rapid mul- 
tiplication *of the living germs in milk, 
and the milk will absorb the stable 
odor, which render* It very objectiona- 
ble to the consumer.

The recent sharp advance in tho 


price of batter tub* 1* due to conditions 
entirely beyond the control of tbe man- 
ufacturers. A*1 every one knows, there 
was a tremendously heavy rainfall all 
over the country last summer, and this 
ha* been kept up almost incessantly 
In the southern districts in which i* 
grown the ash from which butter tub 
•taves are made. Uucb of the timber 
land has been under water for months, 
rendering it Impossible for men to get 
out timber to supply the stave mills. 
;A% there Is nothing to Indicate that 
conditions will bo improved' until mid- 
suinmer the chances are that the priro 
of tuba will continue high, "and to avoid 
a '"tub famine prudent creamery opera- 
tor*' should .make it a point to keep on 
hland a sufficient supply a* nil tunes.

eded pure bred bull from any one of 
the four. They all seem to cross advan- 
tageoualy upon what 1* called 'native 
stock' and upon females having a per- 
ceptible grade, or more, of Shorthorn 
or Durham blood. Guernsey and Jer- 
sey grades are especially satisfactory 
as da try co w». Bnt the pure animal* of 
those strongly bred race* do not gen- 
erally crocs well among themselves. 
The H-olktelh* are very prepotent and 
stamp -their characteristics upon all 
:ueir grada* and crosses, yet they sel- 
dom 'nick! well with pure animals of 
:he other three breed*. The Guernsey* 
and Jersey* mix well, but without Im- 
provement upon the parent* of either 
ilde. The Ayrshire sire doe* not crow 
well with any of the other*. A very 
•aperior dairy animal i*, however, tin 
usual result of crossing a good Jeraey 
sire with an Ayrshire dam."

tvery nation, according to the opinion 
of the Belgian National Dairy aiaoda-, 
tion, that that body ha* decided to call 
in international congress on the sub- 
act. It 1* planned to hava tbe gather- 
ng In Brussels in September. The aa- 
•ociatlon attribute* a large proportion 
of the world'*, digestive woe* to delete- 
•loUB dairy products and proposes to at- 
tack tbe problem by educating 'the con- 
sciences of dairymen on the one band 
and on the other by devising legislative 
protection for the people. In order to 
accomplish these ends the Belgian* will

Let u* say right here 
that tbe Influence of thi* M«neat de- 
mand 1* making ttetlf felt all alone tbe 
line, even to tbe ordinary creamery, 
calling for n more consclentiou* and 
Intelligent treatment of tbe milk and 
It* condition*, *ay* Hoard'* Dairyman. 


The Dayton (O.) Pun Milk and But- 


ter company have lately Installed their 
plant, and we will describe tbe various 
processes through which tbe milk 
passes. 


About twenty-five dairymen are now 


furnishing milk direct to the plant. 
Every man's product 1* flnt tested each 
morning to see that it has not been 
"doctored" by the addition of formal 
dehyde or other foreign substance or 
diluted with water. It i* then put into 
a largo tank and weighed. From this li 
goes with the other milk Into a very 
large open tank covered with cloth, 
where it U constantly stirred to 'pre- 
vent the cream from rising. Thl* 1* on 
the second floor. Tbe next process 
takes the milk to the first floor, where 
It passes through the tempering tank. 
Here the temperature of the milk 1* 
raised to about 102' degree*; 'not hot 
enougb to change the chemical proper- 
ties of the milk, however. The process 
is continuous from tbe time tbe fluid 
leaves the receiving tank until it is 
hermetically sealed. In sterilised • bot- 
tles. As It goes from the tempering 
tank It run* directly to tbe clarifler, 
which makes thousands of revolutions 
a minute, and every particle of foreign 
matter Is eliminated. And such staff It 
Is, a -whole bucketful every day of the 
vilest of dirt and filth and the products 
of disease. 


From the clariner the hot milk goea 


to tbe pasteurizers. There are three of 
these, the first filled with hot water, 
tbe second with cold, the third with 
brine., In pissing through these ma- 
chines the temperature of the milk is 
lowered in about ten seconds from 163 
to 38 degrees. And therein is the pas- 
teurizing process by which all bacteria 
and germs of every sort are killed, as 
they are not able.to withstand, the 
shock of the sudden change" in temper- 
ature. 


After bottling the milk is put In cold 


storage and held for delivery. It is as 
pure as milk can be and yet just as tru- 
ly milk as it ever was. It will keep for 
five or six days in an ordinary refriger- 
ator. The pasteurizing kills tbe lactic 
germs, which are responsible for the 
souring process. 


The bottles are cleaned an clean as 


they can be made and afterward put in 
a sterilizing room and subjected, to 240 
degrees of beat for half an hour. 


The whole plant 1* in the highest de- 


gree wholesome and sanitary. The em- 
ployees dress In pure white, always 
fresh and clean. 


It iff now generally conceded that tbe 


recent national legislation on oleomar- 
garine i* not going to restrict the pro- 
duction of that' article, and, further, 
that It Is likely to increase its consump- 
tion, say a Stockman and Farmer. Tho 
low license fee and the 'fact that re- 
tailers can make a greater profit from 
oleomargarine than from butter are. 
powerful Influences in extending tbe 
trade In the substitute. So far a* color 
goes oleomargarine Is now being col- 
ored without at least any apparent vio- 
lation of law. The coloring 1* not so 
rich as of yore, but it is sufficient .to 
satisfy the consumer's eye, and oleo- 
margarine's merit*:are being so gener- 
ally urged and the demerits of .butter 
so forcibly set forth by tbe retailer 
that more people than ever are eating 
oleomargarine knowingly. A new proc- 
ess of renovating Inferior butter Is now 
In use by the packers, and thia Is hav- 
ing some influence on the market Oil 
the whole we cannot say that tbe situ- 
ation justifies expectation 
of hlgb 


prices for butter henceforth. Prices are 
fair now, all things considered, and 
the probability Is that they will not be 
higher except for a brief period or un- 
der some stress of circumstances. The 
autter maker must depend on the excel- 
lence of bis product to afford him a 
profitable market one year with anoth- 
er, legislation will not do It, nor .will 
anything else do it except tbe can and 
skill in manufacture and marketing.. 
Common butter most continue to sell 
cheap, Just *• common products of all 
duds sell. Broadly speaking, produc- 
tion 1* more evenly balanced now than 
It was. More milk Is going into cbeese 
and to the cities, and until there are 
more dairymen there I* cot likely to be 
a serious overproduction In tbe butter 
business. But good products .will be 
necessary to profit 
,

Racine is on the verge of a meat fam- 


ine. Should the great butchers strike 
at Chicago continue a few days longer, 
the people of the city will haye>'tp"diet 
on other subsistance than beef, mutton, 
veal or pork.

Nearly all of the local dealers 
are 


nearly out of supplies. One butcher, not 
being able to get any goods, has about 
decided to close his market until after 
the strike is over, to prevent him hav- 
ing to refuse his customers. There have 
been only two cars of beef shipped into 
Racine since the trouble commenced.'Ar- 
mour's local branch received this con- 
signment, which only lasted a few hours. 
:It is impossible for the big company to 
provide the customers. Mr. Fred. Bailey, 
the local manager has been more suc- 
cessful than many of the branch house 
managers. He stated yesterday that 
Milwaukee was even worse off than Ra- 
cine. He considered himself very fortu- 
nate in getting what he did and wasT'of 
the opinion that it would be 'impossible 
to receive more goods for an indefinite 
period.

DRESSED MEATS CHEAPER. [;.'' 


The small butcher has long since aVaii- 


doned the idea of having his : own ^'alp- 
attoirs. Dressed meats could 'be pur- 
chased cheaper from the big packer* than 
they could afford to slaughter^ Arplpuir 
has done about all the wholesale busi- 
ness in Bjicine for several years. 'The 
strike now on has about convinced the 
butchers that it is good policy to have 
their own slaughtering pens in ease of 
emergency. While the strike at Chica- 
go has not increased the price of beef 
on the hoof, the scarcity 
of 
dressed 


meats has a great tendency to shove up 
the quotations on dressed meats. Hun- 
dreds of head of cattle shipped in Chica- 
go have been sent'to the pasture lands 
of .the west. The pens are filled with live 
stock waiting, to be slaughtered. The 
cost of feeding stock at Chicago is ex- 
pensive. The cattle not only eat them- 
selves up, as he butchers^ term it, but 
also . eat themselves poor. It costs a 
whole lot of money to feed the stock, be- 
sides it is imposible to keep cattle in 
good condition for the market. 


RISE WILL COME TOMORROW. 
With no prospects for a settlement 


and probably every man connected with 
the packing business being ordered out 
on a sympathetic strike, there is no tell- 
ing when meat can be had. Some of the 
butchers have arranged for temporary 
abattoirs, but even though they do, the 
supply around Racine is not great 
enough to meet the demands of the peo- 
ple. Live stock can be purchased 'at ,Ch'i- 
cago,'which, means that in_such a case 
the price gf meats here will have to ad-" 
vanee considerable, although there has 
not been any rise thus far. Steaks sold 
for from 14 cents to 20 cents a pouni4-o» 
the block this morning, but by"-toth'6r- 
row the price will have to 
advanced 


Meats in Chicago at retail have already 
advanced from six to ten cents a pound. 


WARNED DEALERS. IN TIME. 


"The laboring man must have meat," 


said Mr. Bailey last evening when dis- 
cussing the problem. "I don't 
know 


what I am going to do. It is impossible 
for me to get goods, although I have 
filled orders enough to supply the wants 
here. I consider myself fortunate in get- 
ting two cars, but the prospects for the 
future are not the least bit encouraging. 
With the city's army of workingmen 
crying for meat and no mea.t, for them 
makes the situation here moat distress- 
ing. 
I have done the best I know how 


and warned the dealers to load up' be- 
fore the strike was declared. They paid 
little attention to my predictions and 
consequently Racine has not ' enough 
meat to last another twenty-four hours. 
It is just simply impossible to ge't goods. 
Most certainly it is no fault of mine." 


RISE IN EGGS AND POULTRY, 
Mr. Bailey continued by saying one 


butcher already informed him that he 
thought it was advisable to close his 
market until after the strike ends. • 


The scarcity of meats has a great ton- 


dency to increase the price of poultry 
and eggs. With no meat to be had, it 
will be impossible to buy at any price. 
Eggs and poultry are also scarce. How- 
ever, Racine will have to get-along the 
best it knows how until the strike is 
over. 


It is understood this afternoon that 


the Armour people have issued a call to 
their local help asking their assistance 
at Chicago. According to a statement 
given the Journal the local force will 
be called to do duty at Chicago; that 
is, all the men that can be spared.' The 
report is not denied by the company, al- 
though it is impossible to receive any 
definite statement. One of the office men, 
hero -was. called from , .Milwaukee by 
'phone this morning,' asking Mm": to join 
the Milwaukee* delegation this levelling 
on their way to ^the scene, of'the'strike. 
Ho did not give a definite reply and' does 
not 'know whether the company -will* 
compel him to leave hig post "here. It

BACINE HAN'S FLAN 


SDPPOBTED BT JAPAN 


T. »t O. A. Work Haa Gonrnmmts Permit- 


•lorn- 0. V. Hlbtmrd In Ch»r«e of 


Tent No. 1. 


Says a special cablegram to the Mil 


waukee Sentinel under Tokio date: 


That the Japanese government has 


taken a decidedly favorable stand to- 
ward the proposed army work of the 
Young Men's Christian association is 
one of the features of the report just 
issued by Secretary C. V. Hibbard, for- 
merly of Racine, VTia., .-who ia at the 
head of the association's work in this 
territory. The .report says in part: 


Early in June the national committee 


of the Young Men's Christian associa- 
tions of Japan .presented to the leading 
government officials a statement of pro- 
posed work in behalf of the Japanese sol- 
diers and Bailors. The prime minister, 
General Count Katsura, examined care- 
fully the proposed,plan, giving it his 
heartiest endorsement and recommending 
the same to the favorable attention of 
the minister of war and the navy. The 
proposal of the national committee was 
submitted to them and following this a 
special committee interviewed the min- 
ister of war. Gen. Teranchi, the minis- 
ter, stated that ho had been most fa- 
vorably impressed with the practical na- 
ture of the work proposed and appreci- 
ated the kindly feeling that prompted it. 
He stated that he was prepared to in- 
dorse the plan and to .offer every facility 
possible for beginning the work. 


"He stated, however, that under the 


present conditions., the Japanese troops 
being engaged in. a most arduous and ex- 
acting campaign, . moving with secrecy, 
and swiftness, and there being on the 
Manchurian side practically no - base 
where troops in any numbers are at all 
permanently located, it would be im- 
possibla for the present to satisfactorily 
conduct the work near the field.of .oper-: 
ations. The minister proposed that the 
work should be inaugurated at Hiro- 
shima, the Japanese point of concentra- 
tion and disembarkation, where large 
numbers of troops are coming and going, 
and where a considerable number are 
permanently located. 


"The work will be similar to that con- 


ducted by the association among the 
United States troops. Large tents will 
be supplied with tables and chairs, where 
envelopes, writing paper, pens and ink 
will be furnished free to the men. On 
the reading tables-will be daily papers 
and magazines, and a large circulating 
library is contemplated.' The ubiquitous 
Japanese tea will be served to all visit- 
ors. The first tent is to be provided 
with phonograph, organ and, if possible, 
a stereopticon. There are to be addresses 
on patriotic, popular and moral subjects, 
together with religious meetings.

FIXED FQE WEDNESDAY 


Formal Ceremony Without Ot 


Will Occur «t Of»ter B»r Shortly 


After XOOB. 


OYSTER BAY, L-1., July 25.—All ar- 


rangements hare been made for the noti- 
fication of Theodore Roosevelt of his 
nomination by the Republican party. 
The ceremony will take place on Wednes- 
day, July 27, at 12:30 p. m. Following 
custom, the notification will be at "Mr. 
Roosevelt's home. Sagamore hill. 


On account of the isolation of Presi- 


dent Roosevelt's home only about- 125 
persons will be in the party, including 
the members of the notification commit- 
tee and relatives and friends of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt who reside in the vicinity 
of Sagamore hill. 


It is probable that no member of the 


president's cabinet wfll be present. Sev- 
eral of them are now on their vacations 
and the president diet not care to cut 
short their holidays by^inviting them, to 
attend the notification -ceremonies. ' A 
majority of them, .however, will meet 
the president on his return to Washing- 
ton the latter part of the present week. 


OSTENTATION TO BE LACKING/ 
The ceremony of notification will be as 


simple and unostentatious as possible. 
The wide veranda almost surrounding 
the president's house will be draped with 
American flags, If the weather be fair, 
the committee and guests will be assem- 
bled on the spacious lawn northeast of 
the bouse. 
Speaker Cannon,,who will 


make the speech, of. announcement for 
the committee, and President Roosevelt 
will speak from ,the veranda. Should 
the weather be inclement the curtains of 
the veranda will be lowered and the 
ceremony will take place under cover. 


After the addresses a luncheon will be 


served to the committee .and guests. 
This will be followed by an ihformar re- 
ception and those present will return to 
the station and board the special train,! 
which is scheduled to leave Oyster Bay 
at 3:30 p. m. 


Chairman Cortelyou will arrive here, 


according to present plans, on Tuesday; 
and will be a guest of the president untiT 
after the notification. He expects then 
to start immediately for Chicago, where 
he will formally open the western head- 
quarters for the campaign,
